Incipit: Pope Innocent XIII gives Michael Antonio Wallreuther a canonate and prebend at St. Martin's in Worms, 
Germany. 


Notes: Issued in Rome at Santa Maria Maggiore, on the Nones of October 1723, in the third year of the pontificate of 
Innocent XIII. Wallreuther's predecessor was Henry Greuen, who took up the benefice upon the resignation of John 
Rudolph Schnernauer. Greuen is also mentioned in UTS 037-27. The benefice was expected to return an annual 
income of 24 gold ducats de camera. UTS 037-36 is a copy of this bull and UTS 037-09 has the same content but is 
addressed to various officials of the church of Worms. 
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
